Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  I  am  privileged  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Health  Services  of  the  District,  this  being  for  the  Year  19^2, 
compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Apart  from  the  usual  annual  slight  variations  in  the  numbers  of 
Infectious  Disease  cases,  the  main  event  was  the  arrival  of  air  travellers 
from  the  East  who  developed  Smallpox  after  landing  in  this  country.  Between 
December  I96I  and  April  19^2,  there  were  5  incidents  in  all.  As  more  than 
60,000  cases  have  been  reported  throughout  the  world  during  I962  it  is 
evident  that  we  are  in  a  more  vulnerable  position  than  prior  to  air  travel. 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  the  only  method  of  protection  and  this 
should  be  borne  in  mind,  especially  by  the  parents  of  the  young.  Nowadays, 
the  best  time  for  primary  vaccination  is,  in  the  view  of  the  Standing  Medical 
Advisory  Committee,  during  the  second  year  of  life. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  mid-year  1962 
was  26,950  compared  with  the  actual  Census  figure  of  I96I  -  26,957<> 

Although  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  up  by  one  compared  with  I96I 
the  causes  are  such  as  to  suggest  that  death  was  inevitable.  I  am  happy  to 
state  that  there  was  no  Maternal  death  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  continue  to  be  notified,  although  in  very  small 
numbers,  proving  that  the  disease  is  still  present  among  us  and  necessary 
precautions  must  not  be  neglected. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  added  to  the  Diphtheria  and  Whooping- 
cough  inoculations  the  Tetanus  element.  This  has  caused  no  upset  to  the 
children  and  the  whole  scheme  is  v;orking  very  smoothly  indeed. 

During  the  year  we  also  changed  from  the  passive  Salk  injections  to  the 
active  Sabine  Oral  administration  against  Poliomyelitis.  This  also  has  been 
successfully  integrated  into  the  Vaccination/immunisation  programme  and  must 
be  a  great  relief  to  the  parents  of  the  children  so  treated. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  paying  tribute  to  the  co-operation  and  efficient 
work  of  the  whole  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  in  conclusion  I 
wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  support  which  you  yourselves 
have  given  throughout  the  year.

The  Still  Birth  Rate  (15*9)  shows  an  increase ,  but  is  still  satisfactory

Deaths 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  as  compared  with  I96I.  The 
actual  number  of  Deaths  is  3^3  as  compared  with  3^1  the  previous  year.

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  again  increased  from  18,18  to  20.27«  Even 
soj  the  figure  is  below  the  National  figure  of  21.6.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

This  scheme  has  continued  during  1962,  when  some  141  children  and  122 
adults  received  two  injections  of  Salk  Vaccine,  475  children  and  adults  also 
received  a  third  injection  and  557  children  and  adults  received  one  dose  of 
Oral  Vaccine,  thus  completing  the  Primary  course. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  214  children  and  ^6  adults  received  a  complete 
course  of  3  doses  of  Oral  Vaccine,  49  children  received  4th  (Booster)  inject¬ 
ions  of  Salk  Vaccine  and  137  received  a  Booster  dose  of  Oral  Vaccine, 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination 


This  is  a  most  valuable  weapon  against  Tuberculosis  and,  I  believe ^  will  be 
one  of  the  major  factors  in  the  ultimate  eradication  of  this  grievous  disease. 

The  scheme  again  functioned  very  smoothly  with  close  co-operation  from  the 
Headmasters  and  Staffs  of  the  various  Schools, 

The  following  Table  shows  the  total  number  of  children  protected  against 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year.  This  includes  those  who  showed  a  "Positive"  re-action 
i.e.,  who  had  at  some  time  in  their  lives  come  into  contact  with  the  bacillus  of

The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a  Home  Help  Service  and  assistance  can 
he  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  from  the  County  lledical  Officer. 

The  Service  covers  the  following  types  of  casess 

(1)  Maternity  cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  (when  requested  hy  a  Medical  Practitioner) 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available. 

(4)  The  aged  and  infirm. 

No  nursing  assistance  can  bo  given  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of  the  service j 
which  caters  for  housework  and  the  preparation  of  simple  meals j  etc. 

The  cost  of  a  Home  Help  for  a  full  42 -hour  week  may  be  considerable,  but 
this  is  examined  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  and,  in  necessitous  cases,  either 
part  or  the  whole  cost  may  be  remitted. 

This  is  a  very  valuable  service  to  the  community  and  leads  to  a  consider¬ 
able  saving  in  hospital  beds,  accommodation  for  old  persons,  etc.  The 

financial  saving  to  the  country  is  very  considerable  if  people  can  be  maintained 
in  their  own  homes. 

There  is  much  scope  for  the  growth  of  this  Service,  which  unfortunately 
at  the  present  time  is  handicapped  through  shortage  of  workers.

AIR  POLLUTION. 

The  Council  discontinued  the  use  of  Smoke  Deposit  Gauges  at  the  end  of  last 
year  and  a  Volumetric  Smoke  and  Sulphur-dioxide  machine  giving  daily  readings  has 
been  installed  in  the  Health  Department  Office  building. 

During  the  year  the  Council  again  considered  the  setting  up  of  Smoke  Control 
Areas  and  it  was  decided  to  form  a  small  sm.oke  control  area  in  the  Wilford  Hill 
district  covering  about  8OO  properties  to  act  as  a  pilot  scheme  for  further  smoke 
control  areas  with  a  view  to  covering  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  in  approx¬ 
imately  six  years.
